Editor of the Townsman: 

As Memorial Day approaches, our 
minds again naturally revert to the sol- 
diers and the great contest of *61-’66. 
More especially do our thoughts turn to 
those who gave their-lives for the love 
of country and whose graves will be 
tenderly decorated next Tuesday. It 
was. not, however, my purpose in writ- 
ing this communication to dwell upon 
this phase of the subject, but to speak 
of a matter which has occupied the 
minds of the soldiers of Andover more 
or less for many years since the Memo- 
rial Hall Library was dedicated. Me- 
morial Hall, as I understand it, was 
intended by the most liberal donor— 
John Smith—‘To commemorate and 
keep in remembiance the names of 
those who gave their lives in defending 
our mational flag and saving our coun- 
try to God and Liberty.”’ 

Previously 1n 1866 the town had voted 
to raise $4500 towards erecting a sol- 
diers’ mohument but when the gener- 
ous proposition of Mr. Smith was made 
the town voted to apply this sum to the 
building of the Memorial Halk 

Usually in places where such memo- 
rials are erected, the soldiers point with 
great pride to them and have a great 
interest in them. Now, unless | am 
mistaken, and I have conversed with 
many of the Grand Army men in town, 
there is no such feeling among the 
majority of the soldiers here toward 
the Memorial Hall. Why? Because 
they feel that they have not the rights 
in that building that they should and 
ought to have. They do not fora min- 
ute doubt that the Library is a grand 
thing for the town, but it does not 


seem to them a memorial in its true 
sense, The tablets giving the names 


of the soldiers from Andover, who gave 
up their lives in the service of their 
country, are placed in the Hall as_ they 
should be, and this brings me to the 
principal thing U wish to mention, 
namely, that the Grand Army of this 
town should have their headquarters in 
this building. The upper hall, where 
hang the tablets, should be theirs for 
meetings or such other purposes as are 
necessary in carrying on their organi- 
zation. To me and many. others this 
seems only proper. 

This subject has been discussed a 
great many times by Post 99 G. A. R. 
with a good deal of feeling, but no de- 
termined effort has to our knowledge 
been made to bring about such a re- 
sult. It is understood, however, that a 
request was made of the trustees to 
this end, but that the conditions placed 
upon them coming into the hall, were 
so binding and, we might say out of 
reason, that the matter was dropped. 
Smoking was one great barrier, so I 
am told. While this habit may be ob- 
jectionable in many respects, who ever 
heard of a company of soldiérs without 
smokers among them, or would a sol- 
dier think a camp-fire complete with- 
out the ‘tsmoke?”? There is no need of 
its interfering with the lower part of 
the building used for lbrary purposes. 

The Memorial Hall was erected for 
soldiers, let them have some rights in 
it, so that instead of hearing from them 
whenever you mention the subject, the 
answer ** We don’t consider it a memo- 
rial,’ they may rather say ‘*We do con- 
sider ita memorial and are proud ef 
it.’ Let us have the views of 
on the subject.

Summer Meeting. 


The University Extension Summer 
Meeting to be held in Philadelphia in 
July, 1893, is the first meeting of this 
kind in America. There are now over 
two hundred centres in as many cities, 
towns and villages in this country, reg- 
ularly engaged in University Extension 
work and the number is increasing 
each month, It is estimated that at 
least five thousand students during the 
winter hear University lectures in these 
centres, in history, literature, science, 
economics, or other subjects. The 
Summer Meeting is designed primarily 
to gather as many of these students as 
possible for a month’s residence at the 
seat of a great; University.’ The Uni- 
versity of Penhsylvania has placed its 
library, museum, laboratories and 
other buildings at the disposal of the 
Summer Meeting, and the most em- 
nent lecturers have been secured from 
the leading universities of the country 
for the instruction. Harvard, Yale, 
Johns Hopkins, Cernell, Pennsylvania, 
and ten other institutions are repre- 
sented in the corps of instructors by 
prominent members of their faculties. 
The lectures are in courses of from six 
to twenty hours each, and are supple- 
mented by classes and conferences for 
the earnest students. R.A. Woods of 
the Andover House, Boston, will be 
one of the lecturers. ’

| A How Plants Grow. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS SHOULD TEACH MORE 
OF ELEMENTARY SCIENCE. 

Knowing how our teachers are paid, 
and remembering, too, that teaching 
has hardly reached the dignity of an 
established profession in this country, 
but is usually taken up by young per- 
sons for a few years as a temporary oc- 
cupation until they can find something 
better to do, the prospect of securing a 
corps of instructors who are able to 
teach the arts of cultivation as thor- 
oughly as they should be taught, seems 
very remote, says Garden and Forest; 
but we are convinced that this would 
be a most valuable part of the educa- 
tion of the rising generation, There is 
no. greater mystery to the ordinary 
man and woman than the processes of 
vegetation which go on all about them. 
Even intelligent men do not know the 
names of the trees which they pass 
every day, much less of the grasses and 
plants they tread upon, 

No story 1s too wonderful for their 
belief. Reputable newspapers will pub- 
lish accounts of an extraordinary elm 
tree somewhere which bears.acorns, or 
of a plant which can accurately foretell 
the weather, and sharpers will go 
through a village street and sell in al- 
most every house at one dollar each 
the seeds of some novel plant, which 
he assures the buyers will bear a flower 
with all the colors of the rainbow and 
with a fragrance which can easily be 
enjoyedamile away. All this is simply 
because men do not observe the ordi- 
nary outgoings of life about them, and 
elementary instruction in these mat- 
ters to the young will give them habits 
of observation and a knowleage of prin- 
ciples which would make life more in- 
teresting to any one, evenif he never 
owned a garden or was the proprietor 
of arood of land. If a competent and 
sympathetic teacher should do no more 
than devote a portion of a day each 
week to the work of familiarizing chil- 
dren with plant life and its essential 
conditions, with the help of living illus- 
trations, the young people would find 
this the most delightful part of their 
course of study, and they would acquire 
knowledge and habits of thought that 
would be invaluable all through their 
lives. 


Taxing Bicycles. 


Here is what the Danvers Mirror says 
of the idea of taxing bicycles: 


If the proposition to tax bicycles is 
generally carried into effect it will be 
of great benefit to all who have occa- 
sion to ride over the roads, and the bi- 
cycle riders themselves will be largely 
the beneficiaries. Tax bicycle owners 
and they will demand rights which are 
net now accorded them. They will in- 
fluence legislation, local and general, 
for better roads, which, indeed, are 
sadly needed in many places, as shown 
by the recent race against time from 
Boston to Chicago. Furthermore they 
will refuse to be driven into the gut- 
ters by road-hogs who seem to think 
a bicycler has ‘*no valid excuse for liv- 
ing,’ and if they or their wheels are 
injured on defective highways, or by 
collisions caused while trying to avoid 
such, they will seek damages from the 
municipality which taxes them for the 
privilege of riding. Asin the case of 
a woman writing on a single sheet of 
paper, ‘‘there’s a good deal te be said 
on both sides,”’ 


The Mass, Ploughman also says in 
somewhat different vein: 


It appears that the assessors of Low- 
ell, Mass., and of Paris, France, pro- 
pose to levy a tax on bicycles. 

The bicycle has come to be almost as 
essential a daily convenience as a watch 
ora jackknife; it is not only used as a 
toy by the well-to-do and _ sportive 
youth, but is a very great help to the 
work-a-day man or woman who hap- 
pens to live at a little distance from his 
or her work. To tax these people on 
their means of conveyance to and from 
their work would seem almost as un- 
just a3 to levy a tax on their tools. 

Then, again, how shall the assessor 
determine the value of these wheels? 
The cost of a new and improved ma- 
chine to-day is $150; but the wheels 
that sold for this price last year are 
hardly worth half price to-day, in con- 
sequence of the rapid improvements 
made bythe inventors and manufac- 
turers; so that the value of the wheels 
now in use ranges from $10 to $150 
each; and it would puzzle even an ex- 
pert to place a fair value upon them. 

We need all the means of rapid tran- 
sit we can get without having it en- 
cumbered by taxation. Let us increase 
the tax on liquor and tobacco if need 
be, but by all means let us have free 
wheels for all.

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Obituary. 


EDWARD TAYLOR. 

In the death of Mr. Edward Taylor, 
occurred last Sunday morning, 
May. Zl, Andover loses oue of its most 
respected> and influential citizens. For 
more than titty years he had Leen con- 
nected with the principal religious, edu- 
cational and business interests of the 
town, avd he had done his full share of 
public service. 

fe was born of an honored ancestry, 
being the seventh in descent from Rev. 
Edward ‘Taylor, who came from England 
in 1668, was graduated from Harvard in 
1671, and after a brief service at the col- 
lege went out to Westfield, then a fron- 
tier town, where he organized the first 
chureh in that place and became its lirst 
pastor. On his mother’s side he was in 
the eighth generation from Elder Brew- 
ster, Who. came over 10 the Mayflower 
with the Pilgrim colony of Plymouth in 
+), 
he was born in what is now Hunting- 
ton, Mass., Mareh 29, 1817, and attained 
the good age of 76 years one month and 
yo days. His father, Jonathan ‘Taylor, 
and his mother, Harmony Brewster, were 
for many years residents of Andover and 
memory is perpetuated by scholar- 
ships bearing their names in Phillips and 
Abbot Academies respectively. First at 
the Academy in Lenox and afterwards at 
Westfield Academy he titted for college, 
but the state’ of his health turned him 
aside from the plan of going to college 
and studying for the Christian ministry. 
His religious convictions and the desire 
to become a minister, and the character 
of the education which -he received with 
this end in view, gave direction to his 
whole subsequent career, preparing him 
directly for the religious and educational 
work which occupied so much of his life 
and to. which he gave so much of his 
charity. 

In 1835 -he came to Boston and secured 
employment as a book-keeper. There he 
attracted the favorable notice of the late 
3enjamin Punchard, who induced him 
to come to Andover in the employ of the 
Marland Manufacturing Company. Short- 
ly after he was for over a year cashier of 
the Andover Bank, but ‘returned to the 
Marland Mills, where he remained till 
i868, when he was chosen Treasurer of 
Phillips. Academy and ‘the Andover 
Théological Seminary, succeeding Rev. 
John L. Taylor, D. D, who had been 
transferred to a professorship. This of- 
tice he held till his health gave way 1n. 
the spring of 188), a period of twenty- 
one -years which he used tg speak of as 
being his real life work. 

This position, involving a large finan- 
cial responsibility and the care’of a large 
property, brought him into friendly ac: 
quaintance with hundreds of young men 
preparing themselves for the ministry, 
and thousands of boys in the Academy, 
and imo association ‘with professors; | 
tedtchers, trustees, and Visitors, and with 
the friends and benefactors of these in- 
institutions and others like them, so that 
his early purpose of securing a liberal 
education and becoming @ minister al- | 
most reached ‘its fulfillment. He was a 
trustee til) his death, and for a time 
trustee of the Punchard Free School, and 
of Abbot Academy. 

His character and experience called 
him into many places of responsibility. 
and trust. Furmany years he was a di- 
rector of the Andover Savings Bank, of 
the Merrimack Valley.Mutual Insurance 
Co,, and of the Andover National Bank. 
Of the latter he was ‘president several 
years, succeeding, Prof. John L. ‘Taylor, 
and in turn sucgeeded by Hon, Moses T. 
Stevens.” For several years he was town 
clerk, and for.several years town treasur- 
er, and twice he represented this dis- 
trict in the Massachusetts Legislature. 
It is a good illustration of his character 
that. he gave to North Andover and to 
Andover the sum of two hundred dollars 
as a‘fund for the relief of the poor, the 
same havitig-been voted to the members 
of the house’ by themselves as extra com- |

Mr. ‘Taylor was an active member of | 
the South Chureh and parish, a deacon 
for over forty years, superiatendent of | 
the Sunday School for fifteen years, 
treasurer, treasurer of thé Ministerial } 
Fund, and a member of almost every im- 
For many years he 
has resided in the house on. Main Street 
which he purchased of the estate of Amos 
Blanchard, and there he made a home tor 
his father and mother in their declining 
years, Since the death of his mother, 
his niece, Mrs. Selah Merrill, has been 
at the head of his household. A brother, 
two nephews, and two nieces survive him. 

In 1879 Mr. Taylor hada serious illness, 
and although he made a remarkable 
and unexpected recovery, he began from 
that time to spare himself, and to lay 
down one after another his various re- 
sponsibilities. The ‘last time he went 
out “was to attend the annual meeting 
of the Insurance Company. His decline 
was gradual and he was confined to his 
room for a few days only. 

Funeral services were held at the house 
on Tuesday, Prof. E, C. Smyth officiating, 
and the burial was in the Chapel Ceme- 
tery. The bearers were W. 5. Jenkins, 
J. F. Kimball, George Gould, Alpheus 
H. Hardy, and Prof. John Phelps Taylor. 

Mr. Taylor illustrated the best Puritan 
virtues,—industry, frugality, thorough- 
ness, constancy, simplicity, self-denial, 
generosity, puilic spirit, philanthropy. 
With strong convictions and great strict- 
ness in his own life, he had a real sym- 
pathy for others and a liberal temper 
towards the opinions and the conduct of 
his fellow-men. Reserved of speech and 
undemonstrative in mater, he could on 
oceasion speak with convincing direct- 
ness and honesty, and he often showed a 
depth of interest and feeling which was 
stronger than words. He commanded 
the confidence of all; he had, many and 
true friendships: intimacies he had none.

His private charities were numerous and 
silent. He wasa vegular and generous 
giver to colleges and religious societies, 
and did his full share in local benevo- 
lence. Above all, his Christian principles 
and consistent conduct and character 
made him a power in the community 
and a blessing to the world.

Extraordinary Time Made on Her Trial

A GREAT UPRISING. 


The Surprising Material and Moral 

Strength of the Loyal States in 1861. 

As the years roll by we get a proper 
Perspective of the civil war, and as we 
have leisure and opportunity to compare 
it with other wars we realize the im- 
Portance of one fact too often over- 
looked, In our impatience and criticism 
in 1861-5 we forgot that no war of 
modern times had been waged by any 
nation with rulers so little prepared by 
*xperience. The soldiers of the Union 
in 1861 were absolutely new to the art of 
War, and by an extraordinary combina- 
tion of circumstances the civil rulers 
Were at the same time almost devoid of 
*xperience in practical administration. 

The Republican party was led by very 
new men, whose almost entire experience 
had been in political opposition. They 
were indeed ardent patriots, but so far 
88 experience in governing went they 
Were in 1861 just like passengers who 


' Might suddenly be called to take charge 


of a ship going to pieces beneath their 
feet ina storm which made thrice sea- 
soned mariners pale.

Suddenly they were called upon to 
deal with the most embarrassing com- 
plications in diplomacy, the most diffi- 
cult problems in finance, the most sub- 
tle and complex issues in constitutional 
law, and to meet demands for military 
purposes which would have staggered 
the most powerful monarchies in Eu- 
rope. Russia, Austria, England and 
France had in turn owned their inca- 
pacity to suddenly mobilize a quarter of 
a millionmen. The United States, which 
had but 16,000 men in its regular army 
in April, 1861, had before the frosts of 
autumn fell nearly 700,000 men armed 
and equipped and incamp or on the 
march. 

And with what success? Comparisons 
are in this case indeed eloquent. Great 
Britain’s administrative system confess- 
edly broke down in supplying less than 
60,000 men in the Crimea. In the win- 
ter of 1861 the Washington administra- 
tion supplied 600,000 men, scattered 
along a line of 2,500 miles from the 
mouth of the Potomac to New Mexico. 
Before the war a revenue of $60,000,000 
a year alarmed the nation. In a few 
months Secretary Chase had to raise 
$600,000,000 a year, and soon had to 
double that. 

In naval warfare the Americans of 
April, 1861, were as children, yet in 
eight months they had established a 
naval blozknde the most thorough in 
history, inc » eight more their rams, 
monitor asd ither ironclads had rey- 
olutiom:..4 vs/al warfare. 

The en rgy of the north was indeed 
wonderful, iis reserve of strength vastly 
greater than itself suspected. To quote 
a western byword, ‘‘We ached with 
strength.” No country in the world was 
ever stronger for war purposes than were 
| the adhering states in 1861, 

And back of all the material resources 
were the soul, the moral vigor, the fierce 
and high resolve that the time had come 

| to settle the great issue once for all. 
Unly twice in all history has there 
been anything at all approaching it— 
the uprisings of Holland against Spain, 
and of France in her early revolutionary 
era, Time, instead of lessening, height- 
ensour appreciation of that great and 
truly national movement. The perspec- 
tive of 80 odd years gives us a more ip- 
spiring view of the great uprising of the 
north. J. H. BEaDLe.

THE STORY THEY TELL. 


How the Banners and Roseg Recall the 
Virtue of the Dead. 
HE flags and the 
flowers blend like 
currents of the 
same waters on 
Memorial day. 
Flowers are the 
bannerets of the 
throbbing under- 
world and seem 
to say, ‘“‘Here in 
the bosom of the 
earth are beauty and grace and purity 
and strength.” And when the red, white 
and blue emblems are thrown into the 
oral fields of nature a harmony so per- 
fect is created that profusion either in 
bunting or in roses cannot lead to a loss 
of ‘balance in the ensemble, To the sol- 
dier’s mind this mingling of colors as 
loving hands plant flowers beside the 
little Grand Army markersat the graves 
of fallen comrades brings up the idea of 
re-enforcements, as though the story of 
heroism, and of devotion, and of victory 
recalled by Old Glory was being repeat- 
ed again and again by each cluster of 
bright petals that share with it the gen- 
tle airs of heaven. 

Naturally whenever a soldier’s eye 
lights upon the starry banner his 
thoughts go back to war days. He sees 
in it a facsimile of the one borne in front 
of his regiment in every charge. Yet it 
was not a battleflag in the strict sense of 


or unfurled it upon the line of battle. 
Men looked up to it as the representative 
of what the nation was fighting for 
rather than a signal for combat, a chal- 
lenge to hostility. Now that the strife 
is a thing of the far past the battleflags 
are relics and the stars and stripes a live 
symbol of live ideas. All this is shown 
in the memorial observances, when the 
flag and its defenders are honored 
through the same act and in the same 
breath that glorifies the reign of peace. 
Flowers come in with settled peace, and 
love and tenderness are the meaning they 
convey. 

The sentiments of Decoration day are 
and should be intensely patriotic and 
not martial, conservatively peaceful and 
not aggressive. The dead are to be re- 
membered and honored because they 
fought fora principle and not because 
by any word or act they betrayed a love 
of glory. It is the emblem of undying 
affection, a sprig of evergreen, that is 
first placed upon the warrior’s grave as 
a token from the living when the Grand 
Army opens the ceremony. Then follows 
the white rose to symbolize the purity 
and unselfish devotion of the patriot 
dead. Lastly the laurel of victory, token 
of a triumph that is the reward of purity 
and a proof of devotion. Victory crowned:| 
the soldier’s trials and made the mem- 
ory of them worth preserving.

Sherman, 

One of the attaches of the North Da- 
kota senate house at Bismarck is an old 
colored man named Blakely Durant, 
His war history was made under the 
camp sobriquets of ‘‘Blake” and ‘Old 
Shady,” and the last mentioned was 
given to him on account of a song by 
that title, which he often sang at the 
headquarters of the Army of the Tennes- 
see. Grant, Sherman, McPherson and 
other generals of the western army were 
entertained by the simple melodies of 
the musical darky, who accompanied his 
songs by twanging the guitar, which he 
handled skillfully. 


“OLD SHADY.” 


“Old Shady” was the favorite piece of 
General Grant, and he called for it 
whenever he spent the evening at Mc- 
Pherson’s campfire, where ‘Blake was 
employed as a caterer for the mess. 
The song on the lips of a real contra- 
band in the bivouacs of the liberating 


ariny was particularly appropriate. It 
ran as follows: 
Oh, yah, yah, darkies, come laugh with me, 
What do white folks say—dat “Old Shady” am 
free? 
Don’t you see dat de jubilee 
Am comin, comin? Hail, mighty day! 
CHORUS. 
Den, away, away, 
I cannot stay 
No longer. 
Hooray, hooray, 
For I am going home, 


Ole massa got scared, and so did his lady; 

Dis chile breaks for old “Uncle Aby.” 

Open de gates fo’ rout here’s “Old Shady” 
Comin, comin. Hail, mighty day! 


Goodby, Massa Jeff. Goodby, Massa Steve, 

*Xcuse dis darky for takin his leave. 

I *xpec’ soon dat you'll heah Uncle Aby 
Comin, comin. Hail, mighty day!

Blake, or ‘‘Old Shady,” as he was best 
known, joined the army as cook for the 
officers of the Seventy-first Ohio regi- 
ment and was on the field at Shiloh. 
He afterward shipped on the steamer 
Magnolia, which was used as transport 
for Grant’s headquarters at the opening 
of the Vicksburg campaign. During 
that time ‘Old Shady” came to the 
notice of the commander, and he en- 
gaged him as cook; but, true te his 
vagrant nature, the darky asked for 
transportation home on a brief visit as 
a bonus and failed to report back for 
duty at the end of his furlough. Sub- 
sequently he fell in with the steward of 
McPherson’s mess, was employed as 
cook fora time and then became chie 
caterer. f 

“Old Shady’s” song made a hit by rea- 
son of the patronage cf the generals and 
was taken up by the Lombard brothers, 
who managed a band of singers that of- 
ten entertained the soldiers in their 
camps during the winter sea:on. The 
Lombards learned the song at McPher- 
son’s quarters, where the colored min- 
strel sang it for them over and over until 
they knew it by heart. Finally it became 
a popular campaign song and had its
